HERE'S THE PROM --- NOW bes ‘ 
NEED YOU ‘ 


Now that the definite plans for the J. C. prom have 
been revealed, such a variety of student opinion is be- 
vouched that the committee is slightly bewildered. A 
great many object to breaking a tradition --- dinner 
dance --- by holding only a formal dance this year. 
However, the committee went.into the whole affair very 
thoroughly before making a definite decision. The only 
thing the whole school agreed upon was a larger place 
to hold the prom than what was provided last year. The 
only places possible were Rio Del Mar at $4.50 per 
couple or Del Monte at $5. The only other alternative 
was Del Monte for a dance at only $1.50 a couple. 

Because practically every boy in the junior college 
is earning his own money and spending most of it for 
board, room, and books, it would be a tremendous strain 
on their pocketbooks to spend $8 or $10 for one eve- 
ning. Yes, $8 or $10! By the time one has paid $1.50 
for a ticket, $1 for a corsage, and $2 or $3 for gasoline, 
it quickly adds up to $8.50, Considering this point, the 
committee chose to have more students attend a dance 
rather than a few attend the dinner-dance. Since this 
is the last and most important event before graduation, 
it is best to offer it to the whole student body. 

This explanation is given to the students that they 
may understand the difficulties facing the committee 
and do their best to cooperate in putting over this for- 
mal dance. 

Because it is impossible to close the barroom that 
evening, students are urged to refrain from liquor. This 
is the first year that the prom has been held out of Sa- 
linas; if the students take this opportunity of “letting 
go”, it may be impossible to do so again. The success 
of this prom and the repetition of more depends on‘you. 

Remember, though you may not like what is being 
done, the committee has the best interests of the school 
at heart.
